6 congtitute a quorum; requiring a certain notice of the additional meeting to be

7 givenn-acertain-manner delivered or mailed to each unit owner at a certain

unit owners present in person or by proxy at the additional meeting constitute a
guorum; authorizing certain actionsto be taken at the additional meeting;
